Little Alice Echols from Banks 

- County thought Atlanta was a pret 
ty exciting place when she came 
here in the early 80's to atterid 
‘the Cotton Exposition. 

It seeried even more fabulous 
when she returned as the bride of 
a railroad engineer in 1886—for 
werent they opening up a park 
out there on the edge of the town’s 
fortifications? And who in Banks 
Cownty had seen, much less rid-: 


-den-on an ELECTRIC street car?) 


Yesterday, celebrating her 80th 
birthday, Alice Echols Nelson re 
tained her same lively apprecia 
tion of the sprawling, bustling 
country-town-grown-up. : 

Atlanta to her is still ¢ stimulat 
ing, endlessly fascinating place 
full of the nicest people. | 

That may be because at the age) 
of 80 Mrs. Nelson has lost none of} 
the enthusiasm and little of the 
energy which she had as a fresh-| 
faced country girl. White haired, | 
brown-eyed, she is one of the| 
busiest women on _ Thirteenth: 
Street near No. 48, where she lives 
with her daughter? Mrs. Louise 
Garmon. | 

She has been slowed up but not! 
stopped by the years. The dress-| 
making business which she started | 
after the death of her husband in! 
1908, still engrosses her and if it) 
weren't for her failing eyesight she. 
would work at it full-time. As it is, | 
the whir of her machine may some- 
times be heard as late as 2 a. m.| 
as she hurries to help out a friend 
or an old customer with a bit of 
sewing. 

“It’s funny that one of the first 
things I saw in Atlanta was a sew--+ 
ing machine,’ Mrs. Nelson ob- 
served. “It was at the opening of 
Grant Park in July, 1886. There 
wasnt much there then but we 
thought it was a mighty big occa 
sion..I remember they had a little 
bit of a lake and one of the main 
attractions was a man walking 
across it on a tight rope. Another 
attraction was a woman on a plat 
form under a tree demonstrating 
a new sewing machine. I reckon it 
was one of the first sewing ma 
chines I ever saw.” 

Since then Mrs. Nelson has seen 
plenty of sewing machines. She 
has one open constantly in her big, 
airy bedroom. 

The maiden vovage of Atlanta's 
first electric street car was a me- 
morable experience for Mrs. Ne! 
son. The electricians who built it 
boarded at her house and she was 
invited to make the first trip fror 
the Flatiron Building out Edge- 
wood Avenue to the railroad. 

“People lined the streets all the 
way out to see it pass,” she re 
called. “It Was very exciting. You 
can imagine it was the first time 
any of us had ever ridfen through 
the streets without a horse in front 
of us!” 

Mrs. Nelson was born July 16, 
1869, the daughter of Marv and 
Timothy Echols. Her husband, 
Southern Engineer Van Nelson, 
was killed in a railroad accident 
in 1908. In addition to her daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Garmon, she has a grand 
son. Charles Garmon, of Flowery 
Branch, and ae great-grandson, 
Nickie Garmon.

have deep meaning for our political leaders from President Truman down, and if 


cent influence for the peace of the world. 


properly interpreted, assessed and acted upon, could have a healthy and benefi- 
For this guilty conscience—and that is what it really 


is—expresses the anxiety of our people about military alliances and their deep-seated urge for a posi- 
tive, rather than a negative, program to establish order in the world. 


It is exemplified in personal wrestlings with 
the soul on the Senate floor during the debate 
en the Atlantic Pact. 


Such as, on one hand, that of Sen. Gil- 
lette, of Iowa, a Democrat, who after a long. 
emotional speech attacking the fundamental 
philosophy of the pact, finally announced he 
would vote for it-“with the greatest re- 
luctance, with deep misgivings, with grave 
doubts and qualms.” Or, on the other hand, 
that ef Sen. Taft, ef Ohie, a Republican, 
whe after a well-organized critical analysis, 
announced his conclusion to vote against the 
pact “with the greatest discomfort.” 


The uncertainty is manifest, too, in the in- 
ereased opposition to the treaty as debate wore 
on which, however, was not a threat to ulti- 
mate ratification. For ratification was sure and 
to some degree for the practical reason best 
expressed by Sen. Gillette when he said: 


“We are now virtually obliged to ratify the 
Worth Atlantic Treaty, if we are not to make 
our Nation the butt of ridicule and scorn around 
the world.” 


He spoke what is the hard truth; that is, 
that the Senate in this case was presented with 
what the French call a fait accompli, a fre 
quent practice, as the Senator said, of those in 
charge of our foreign policy, and with the re 
sult, as he put it, that “Congress is given the 
dubious prerogative of nodding its head to al- 
ready accomplished deeds, of exercising purely 
rhetorical functions long after the discussion has 
reached a stage beyond recall.” 


The anxious and hesitant mood with which 


the Senate has debated this issue seems of con- 


siderable significance. It contrasts, for example, 
with the lift and exultation, both in Congress 
and among our people, with which the United 
Nations was ratified with only two dissenting 
votes. It is a recognition of our failure with 
the United Nations and it provoked questions in 
the Senate as to why we have not done more to 
strengthen the UN, why we have not taken the 
leadership boldly on a positive program, instead 
of falling back on this negative, defensive alli- 
ance. 


The questioning attitude of the Senate 
surely reflects the doubts among our people 
over this step, and their desperate hunger 
for forward steps. The latter is revealed in 
the great numbers of our people who long 
have been active in organizations whose ob- 
jects range from strengthening the United 
Nations to world government. 


The pressure of these people from all walks 
of life has reacted in Congress from time to 
time in resolutigns: Most recent was the one 
sponsored by 9@ \members of the House em- 
bracing both parties declaring that the funda- 
mental objective of our foreign policy should be 
support and strengthening of the UN and “to 
see its development into a world federation.” 
Another resolution, sponsored by a number of 
Senators, would utilize the Atlantic Pact as a 
vehicle to revise the UN charter so that ulti- 
mately the UN would become a strong and 
effective world union.

On Dec. 23, Muriel left for the West. A week 
later —on New Year’s Day, 1943 they were 
married in Paso Robles, Calif. 

“Immediately I was faced with a barrage of

T WAS a shining spring afternoon and in the 
Boston Public Gardens the trees were show- 
ing the first green of the new season. On a 

bench by the park pond a boy and girl watched 
the swan boats drifting on the dark water. 

The girl was slim and pretty. She sat primly 
and her hands lay clasped in her lap. She was 
talking and the boy, who was tall and sandy- 
haired, sketched a passing boat while he listened. 

She spoke earnestly and after a while he 
looked up from his drawing. 

“It’s no use, Mary,” he told her, “I’m poor. 
We could never be happy. Your wealth and social 
position make marriage for us impossible.”’ 

Mary—she was Mary Bullock Powers, 20- 
vear-old daughter of rich hotel owner, FE. K, 
Powers——had heard these words many times in 
the two years since they had first met and fallen 
in love in the*Boston park. 

Only they didn’t sound the same this time. 
There was a note of finality in the way he said 
them. Helplessly, hopelessly, she persisted. 

“Doesn't our love mean anything?” 

“Everything,” he responded. “If I didn’t love 
you so much it wouldn’t matter if I ruined your 
life. Mary, I'm going away.” 

Now at last it had come—-the decision, the 
dreadful alternative, she always feared he would 
take. But she had never let herself believe it or 
prepared hérself to receive it. 

She rose to her feet and faced him. Her 
voice didn’t seem to be her own. “If you go,” 
she said, “I'll become just a human shell.”

Was the weird spell of the yacht responsible 
for the fiasco that overtook the treasure-hunting 
cruise of Countess Dorothy DikFrasso? It started 
out aS a romantic journey into the past. _ It 
wound up as a comic opera on the high seas. 

Countess DikFrasso, millionairess daughter of 
a New York financier, chartered the schooner 
Metha Nelson on the strength of a tale told in a 
Los Angeles bar by a 72-year-old sailor. 

The old salt spun a yarn that appealed to 
her adventurous spirit. One hundred years be- 
fore, he said, a cutthroat mariner had murdered 
the custodians of a solid gold, jewel-encrusted 
statue worth $1,000,000 and buried it on Cocos 
Island, off the coast of Costa Rica. He drew a 
map of the supposed location of the treasure. 

The Countess hired Capt. Robert Hoffman, 
sea veteran, to head her expedition. Marino 
Bello, former husband of the late Jean Harlow’s 
mother, was made business manager of the 
venture. A crew of 22 men was picked up here 
and there. 

Captain Hoffman _ discovered .immediately 
that there were only three experienced hands 
among the 22. Before the Metha Nelson got

body. Some of the crew broke into the officers 
liquor locker, became intoxicated and ran around 
brandishing pistols and knives,” 

In Costa Rica Col. Siegfried Compos and 
five soldiers of the Costa Rican army joined the 
expedition to insure their nation’s share in any 
treasure found. 

On Cocos Island everybody 
Countess DiFrasso—dug and dug where the 
map said, but there was no treasure. The 
Metha Nelson headed north again. Two crew 
members deserted in Guatemala and Hoffman 
radioed Los Angeles, charging them with mutiny. 

Then the schooner broke down at sea and 
had to be towed into a Mexican port. Eventu- 
ally she reached home. In court the deserting 
crewmen charged Hoffman had conducted a 
“hell ship,” beating his men and chaining some 
without provocation. The mutiny charges were 
dropped. Countess. DiFrasso wrote off the 
adventure as another unusual experience. 

When Actor Errol Flynn started out on a 
Pacific cruise in his yacht Zaca, everybody was 
in festive mood. Among the 17 passengers was 
Flynn's father, a Belfast, Ireland, college dean; 
the late John Decker, famous artist; several 
well-known scientists; a number of the actor's 
friends—-and Nora Eddington Flynn, his wife. 

The sea trip was to be a combination of 
pleasure and scientific research, The scientists 
would collect marine specimens, Decker would 
paint them, others would take photographs. 

A month later, when the Zaca put in at 
Acapulco, Mexico, Decker and two of Flynn's 
erstwhile friends stalked ashore in high dudgeon, 
leaving the vessel for good. 

Decker charged that Nora, whom he thought 
to be a gentle, sweet-dispositioned girl, had 
changed completely and behaved like Captain 
Bligh in “Mutiny on the Bounty” as she strode 
around the deck. 

“Just as soon as Nora got her sea legs she 
took over command and started shoving every- 
body around,” he said.

Aibert Y. Gowan, Cleveland millionaire, took 
three successive brides aboard his yacht, spee- 
jacks, for honeymoon cruises. The yacht turned 
out to be a jinx ship. 

Wife No. 1, Mrs. Margaret Huntington 
Gowan, Was apparently miserable at sea and 
unhappy over her seclusion from the world. At 
any rate, she and Gowan were divorced not long 
after they returned from the cruise. 

Wife No. 2, Mrs, Jeanne Gowan, hated the 
Speejacks. No sooner had she returned from 
her honeymoon cruise than she was also divorced 
from him. Wife No. 3, Mrs. Marion Kelly 
Gowan, persuaded Gowan to turn back to land 
after a month at sea, thus saving the marriage 
before it was too late, 

Sometimes death is a stowaway on a yacht. 

Such was the case when 22-year-old Patricia 
Schmidt, Toledo, Ohio, dancer, joined the man 
of her dreams, Jack Lester Mee, Chicago lawyer, 
when he put into Havana Harbor in his yacht, 
Satira, named after the exotic Patricia, 

Patricia moved aboard the yacht. She thought 
Mee, who unknown to her already had a wife, 
was going to marry her. When he revealed his 
duplicity and ordered her off the boat she seized 
his own target pistol and shot him in the neck. 
He died a few days later. 

Patricia was sentenced to 15 years in a 
Cuban prison, but received a presidential pardon 
after serving a year and a half, 


rHERE seemed to be neither rhyme nor reason 


to what happened aboard the yacht Penguin 
the night of Sept. 9, 1931. The mysterious 
tragedy has never been solved. 

Benjamin Collings, well-to-do Yale graduate, 
was spending the summer on his 26-foot cruiser 
with his wife, Lillian Chelius Collings, and their 
daughter, Barbara, five. The Penguin lay at 
anchor off Northport, L. I. 

Two men in a canoe loomed out of the dark- 
ness. They climbed aboard and demanded that 
Collings take them to South Norwalk, Conn. He 
refused. | 

The pair-——a youth about 17 and a man in his 
40s-—— knocked Collings down, tied him up and 
dumped him overboard, They then forced Mrs. 
Collings into the canoe, paddled to shore, left 
her aboard a boat anchored in the harbor and 
disappeared. : 

Barbara was found safe on the Penguin. Col- 
lings’ trussed body floated to shore six days later. 
There had been no robbery, apparently no motive 
for the crime, : 

Another unsolved murder was that of Capt. 
Walter Wanderwell, Polish adventurer, on his 
private schooner Carma. The Carma was docked 
in the port of Wilmington, Calif., preparatory to 
an around-the-world cruise with an assorted 
group of working passengers. 

One night, Wanderwell was found slumped 
over a settee in the ship's saloon, dead. Evi- 
dence indicated he had been shot im the back by 
someone who thrust a weapon through a port-. 
hole. A crew member was tried and acquitted in 
the slaying. The murderer has never been found. 

Even more mysterious was the influence of 
her yacht on the fate of the Countess Marga 
d’Andurain. The life of the adventurous French 
Countess had taken her into many dangerous 
places; yet, until she acquired a yacht, it seemed 
nothing could harm her. 

She bought the yacht, the Dijeilan, a year 
ago, planning to use it to bring gold dust from 
the Congo to Tangiers. On Nov. 5, 1948, 

she went aboard the yacht at Tangiers to 
diseuss the trip with Renato Poncini, her 
caretaker. 
The yacht was seen to get under 
way-—-and to go aground. In the 
days that followed, bits of its fit- 
tings were offered for sale in Tan- 
giers. 

But Marga herself was not 
seen. Friends asked police to 
search for her. She could not 
be found. Poncini fled, but he 
was traced to Casablanca’ and 
questioned. He said: 

“The Countess wanted to res- 

cue a French officer, condemned 

to death for collaboration. I ob- 
jected. We argued when she came 
aboard the yacht. She started to leave, 
tripped, and fell down a companionway. I 
saw she was dead. In a panic, I weighted her 
body, and threw it overboard.” 

Police continued their search for her—dead 

or alive.

The Threat of Two Tests May 

Eventually Stop the Needling 

of Winners and the Feeding of 
“Slow Pills" to Losers é

VIDENCE of widespread stimulation of 
horses whose jockeys are instructed to fin- 
ish second or third and thus avoid being 

trapped in the post-race test for drugs was un- 
covered at the Charles Town, W. Va.. track 
during the 22-day spring meeting. 
- The track veterinarians, in a surprise 
move, subjected a number of horses finish- 
ing second to the prescribed tests. 

Nine horses flunked the dope tests 
Six winners and three that had finished 
second. 

About the same time, Truthful Ben 
Jones, trainer of Ponder, which won 
the Kentucky Derby, announced after 
the colt, De Luxe. another Calumet 
Farm Derby candidate, had finished 
a bad last in a Derby trial, that 
someone had tampered with the 
colt. It was Jones's charge that 
an agent of interests that didn't 
want De Luxe to win had man- 
aged to administer a depressant 
or “‘slow pill” to his colt. 3 

Keeneland officials who Z 
pride themselves, and justly so, 
in offering the cleanest racing 
in America, were shocked by 
Jones's statement. 

A few weeks later, the 
National Association of State 
Racing Commissions met in 
New York City, in a joint 
session with the Association 
of Official Racing Chemists. 

At that session, Alfred 
Luke, President of the Cali- 
fornia Thoroughbred Owners 
and Trainers Association, 
pleading for pre-race tests to 
trap dopers, asked two _ per- 
tinent questions. 

“In 1948, 26 cases of stimula- 
tion were reported in the United 
States,”’ said Luke. “But how many 
eases didn’t you detect last year 
because the horse came in second

or third and no test was taken: 


Evervone knew Mr. Luke was putting the 
finger on one of the most hypocritical features 
of racing s sht” against the doping evil. 

After waiting in vain for one of the chemists 
to reply, Luke demanded: “How many losers did 
vou have last year because they were depressed 
and not stimulated?” 

The silence deepened as Luke challenged the 
meeting to explore this “forbidden ground.” 

He pleaded for a pre-race test, to be given 
after the horses had finished their final morning 
workout for the afternoon's race. The animals 
would then be locked up behind fo proof screens 
until thev. were led to the paddock. 

The chemists didn’t think a pre-race test 
would be feasible.

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mainly on the long-discredited saliva test. The 
1948 report of the New York Racing Commission 
showed 4,507 saliva tests made as compared 
with 1,136 urine analyses. 

Yet, it has long since been established that 
many new-type stimulants evade detection in 
the saliva test, and it is a matter of record that 
the urine analysis will isolate drugs of the ben- 
zedrine and ephedrine type. 

The saliva and urine tests, singly, leave 
much to be desired: taken together, they are 
a menace to dopers. Only 26 of the 1,136 urine 
samples taken by the New York authorities 
were from non-winners and not one positive 
reaction was found in the 1.136 specimens. 

All the Charles Town doping cases were dis- 
covered by the urine analysis. The track vets at 
Charles Town decided last spring to see what 
was going on in the lower brackets of horsedom 
and on the four days from April 27 to 30, in- 
clusive, to the consternation of certain trainers, 
took samples of horses finishing second. 

The first day, the vets’ net trapped two fish. 
Rolling Water which finished second in the open- 
ing event, and Love My Gal, which took the 
place money in the second, were found to have 
heen charged to the gills with a special brand 
of streaked lightning. 

Their respective trainers, King M. Boyd and 
J. E. Allison, Jr., were held accountable for the 
horses’ condition and set down for six months. 

On the 28th, Air Defense, winner of the fifth 
race, and Windy Hills, which took first money 
in the third. were found to be doped, so their 
trainers. Luther Wilson and Frank Lewis, were 
set down six months. On the 29th, Cateyes, 
winner of the first, was found to have been 
hopped up. For this Willie James Johnson, his 
trainer. was also set down six months. 

On the 30th, tests trapped Sunset Boy, win- 
ner of the first heat, and trained by Miss Flsie

News that nine doping cases had been dis- 
covered was withheld by the racing authorities 
at the request of the Federal Narcotics Bureau.

Doping cases continued to bob up at other 
tracks, nevertheless. After winning at Sports- 
man’s Park on May 7, Good Story was found to 
have been stimulated with caffeine. Trainers 
Leonard J. and Glenn Wilson were suspended. 

The favorite, Main Bet, after finishing sev- 
enth at Lineoln Fields, Crete, Il, May 25, was 
found to have traces of coramine in its saliva. 
Bella Flight, the winner, paid $62.40. Rollie T. 
Shepp, trainer of Main Bet, was suspended, 

The Maryland Commission revoked the fi- 
censes of Carl Olen Potts and Henry Paul Mor- 
ris, trainers, and Mrs, Potts, owner, when Potts 
admitted he had given her horse, Bully, an injec- 
tion of adrenal cortex, a mixture of hormones, 
“ty prevent nose hemorrhages.” : 

Hormones and vitamin concentrates are the 
latest dodges for putting ambition into a weary 
thoroughbred. Racing authorities haven't made 
up their minds yet whether the use of these 
coaxers constitutes stimulation. Most trainers 
have. After Play Pretty, winner of the eighth 
race at Suffolk Downs, Boston, May 24, flunked 
his “final exams,” William Sedlace, his trainer, 
was suspended along with all his string. 

Racing Commissions could strike a telling 
blow at the horse dopers by submitting the first 
three horses in every race to both tests. But

ULROONEY went into a huddle with Bruck 
man and Foley. 

‘Adding up the times,” he told them, “makes 
it practically certain that Mrs. Parker was here 
when her husband came back from the restau- 
rant. He must have been back here by 9:45, and 
she must have been back sooner, assuming she 
returned at once after buying the ice cream. 

‘There are some other peculiar things about 
this case,”’ the commissioner went on. ‘‘Parker, 
after discovering his wife strangled, ran out of 
the house and all the way to the Concourse to 
find a cop. Why didn’t he use the phone right 
beside the bed? 

‘According to him, he was outdoors for some 
time before 11, when he supposedly found the 
body. If that was true, his hat and coat would 


,ve wet because of the sleet storm, Well, I 


checked on that and his hat and coat were bone 
dry! « 

~ “Moreover, his re-enactment didn’t ring true. 
The body was on the far side of the bed, and the 
natural thing for him to do, it seems to me, 
would be to go around to the side where the body 
was. Instead, he went to the near side, and in 
order to remove the counterpane, he had to get 
onto the bed, and kneel there, 

“In his re-enactment, he mussed the bed con- 
siderably, but Officers Nolan and Rehm found 
that side of the bed unmussed when they arrived. 

“Another thing. When he loosened the coun- 
terpane, in his re-enactment, he threw it behind 
him, and it landed on the floor. But that was 
not where it lay when the officers arrived. The 
counterpane Was on a chair, and in the opposite 
direction!” 

’. At Bronx headquarters, Dewey Parker re- 
sisted all efforts to break him down. Finally 
Assistant District Attorney Foley said: 

“You claim to have been on Jerome Ave. at 

176th St.between 9:30 and 10, Didn't you see the 


‘big bus wreck there, and the crowd around it?” 


Parker blinked. “A bus wreck?” 
‘That's right. Quite an accident.” 
‘“‘|.-er-—-I must have been mistaken when I 
said that. 1 wasn’t at Jerome Ave. and 176th St.” 
Mulrooney growled, “That is the location of 
the restaurant where you ate, Parker!” 
The suspect looked trapped, And indeed he 
had been trapped, because there had been no bus 
accident at that location that night. 


H changed his story. He said he bought the 

paper at 8:30, and when he got back to the 
apartment Dolly was getting ready to go out. 
Iie asked her where she ‘was going, and she 
wouldn't tell him. He said he walked down to 
Jerome Ave. with her “and when my accompany- 
ing—kher- seemed about to cause a scene, I left her 
and went to the restaurant.” 

He said that she went down the avenue alone, 
and he didn’t see her again until he found her 
dead. 

“When did you work out the crossword 
puzzle ?’’ Mulrooney asked, 

“When I came home the first time. I worked 
on it only a few minutes while waiting for Dolly 
to go out,” 

“You could not have finished as much of that 
puzzle as you did in a few minutes. It would 
have taken at least 15 minutes to half an hour!” 
the commissioner exclaimed, ‘What really hap- 
pened was that you knew your wife was two- 
timing you, that she had been out with someone 
else. You waited for her, and when she came in, 
you, whether you intended to or not, strangled 
her!” 

Parker denied this, but the clinching evi- 
dence against him developed a few days later 
when Dr. Alexander O, Gettler, the city toxi- 
cologist, reported that, within a few hours of her 
death, Dolly Parker had eaten a hearty meal 
which had included white meat, red meat, celery, 
lettuce, and poppy seed rolls. 

She had consumed this meal at a time when 
Parker said she was in his company-——and he had 
said she'd eaten practically nothing. 

He was convicted of first degree manslaughter 
and got 15 years. He proved such a well-behaved 
prisoner at Sing Sing, and later Great Meadow, 
that he won his release in 1936:
